They later handed in a protest letter 
dem anding Heath lift the freeze. But 
indications w ere the prim e m inister 
will extend it until April. 
Heath im posed the freeze Nov. 6 in a 
bid to curb inflation. It m eant all pay 
claim s were shelved until the govern­ 
m ent lifted the restrictions. 
The governm ent em ployes’ unions 
charge the freeze halted a Jan. I 
review of salaries. They are dem an­ 
ding 
a 
pay 
increase 
free of 
all 
re stric tio n s. H ow ever, H eath has 
refused sim ilar dem ands from other 
unions in the last few weeks. 
The rebel civil servants are m em ­ 
bers of two unions that represent 
400.000 governm ent employes. 
Thousands of airline passengers at 
British airports faced long delays as 
2.000 air traffic controllers, custom s 
and im m igration officers and adm inis­ 
trative staff, all civil servants, staged a 
three-hour stoppage. As m any as 60 
flights 
were 
delayed 
at 
London’s 
Heathrow Airport and thousands of 
passengers jam m ed unm anned im ­ 
m igration checkpoints. 
Prestw ick Airport in Scotland and 
M anchester Airport, two key provin­ 
cial centers, also were hit by the 
walkout. 


President m ay decide to put Phase 3 
into effect within a few weeks, around 
the tim e that a new budget and his new 
economic m essage go to Congress. 
The White House said Nixon, after 
receiving recom m endations from his 
economic advisers Tuesday morning, 
“very possibly’’ will m ake a final de­ 
cision on the new wage-price-control 
system this week. 
Presidential P ress Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler ruled out any controls at the 
farm -produce level, but otherw ise gave 
no details on how the new system would 
look. 
In 
p ast 
w eeks, 
a d m in istra tio n 
economic policy-m akers have hinted 
that rent controls might be dropped in 
Phase 3 because they are too bur­ 
densom e, 
th a t th e p ro fit-m a rg in 
restraint would be lightened on busi­ 
nesses, and 
that 
coverage of 
the 
program m ight be limited to the 
nation’s largest businesses and labor 
unions. 
But o fficials, a fte r learn in g of 
Nixon’s intentions to m ake an an­ 
nouncement on the new program soon, 
. said the President m ay go in a different 
direction. 
While Phase 3 controls probably will 
be no tighter as far as food prices are 
concerned, the adm inistration is ex­ 
pected to launch a vigorous effort to 
step up food supplies, thus putting 
downward pressure on prices. Food 
prices are controlled

wholesale and retail level. 
The adm inistration has pledged that 
it will m ake a special effort to cut food 
prices this year. The enorm ity of the 
problem w as d e m o n stra te d ag a in 
Tuesday with the release of Decem ­ 
ber’s W holesale P rice Index. 
The 
bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 
reported that wholesale prices went up 
by a sharp 1.8 per cent last month, the 
biggest increase since Jan u ary of 1951. 
Food prices were responsible for m ost 
of that increese. 


As for 
the economic-stabilization 
law, the adm inistration is reported 
leaning to a one-year extension, with no 
m ajor changes in the law. It has 
reasoned that the control program 
must be thought of as tem porary, and 
that a perm anent system would m ake 
labor and business react differently to 
wages and prices and force up in­ 
flationary pressures.

He was general counsel for the 
Finance Committee to Re-elect the 
President at the time of the breakin at 
D em o cratic 
N ational 
C om m ittee 
h e a d q u a rte rs 
in 
W ash in g to n ’s 
W atergate complex last July 17. 


Silbert told the jury that Liddy was 
given the espionage assignm ent by Jeb 
S tu a rt 
M ag ru d er, 
fo rm e rly 
top 
lieutenant in the White House com m u­ 
nications office and deputy director of 
President 
Nixon’s 
reelection 
cam ­ 
paign, and H erbert P orter, scheduling 
director of the Committee for the Re­ 
election of the President. P orter was 
also chief of the program of surrogate 
speakers who did much of Nixon’s 
cam paign in last y ear’s presidential 
election. 
The prosecution’s opening statem ent 
to the jury was the first indication of 
what approach the governm ent will 
take in trying to prove its case against 
the seven men. They are accused of 
conspiring to break into and bug the 
D em ocratic party headquarters and 
the cam paign offices of Sen. George 
McGovern, 
who later becam e 
the 
D em ocrats’ presidential nominee. 
The trial began after selection of a 
jury described by a defense law yer as 
“ norm al people.”

Gas shortages hit Deep South 
Arctic cold heightens 
weather problems

Millions shivered today as an intense 
outbreak of arctic cold settled over 
much of the nation, sending tem ­ 
peratures below freezing deep into the 
South. 


Sub zero cold enveloped the entire 
region from the Rockies to the G reat 
Lakes. 
Natural gas shortages in Louisiana 
and Mississippi caused cutbacks to 
in d u strial u se rs, and in ad eq u a te 
Conserve ,

The Dayton Power and Light Co. is 
urging its custom ers to conserve as 
much natural gas as they can. 
Colder than normal tem peratures 
this winter have m ade the shortage of 
natural gas even m ore serious. In 
November and Decem ber natural gas 
consumption was 7 per cent more than 
DP&L's gas allotm ent. 
All n a tu ra l gas c u sto m ers a re 
“strongly” encouraged to take these 
steps to conserve natural gas: 
I. Reduce heating therm ostats as low 
as possible. 
2 Avoid frequent re-settings and 
always m ake gradual adjustm ents. 
3. Clean or replace furnace filters 
several 
tim es 
during 
the 
heating 
season. 
4. Draw draperies over large win­ 
dows to prevent heat loss. Windows 
facing sun should be left uncovered to 
let in heat. 
5. Avoid unnecessary opening of 
outside doors. Keep storm windows and 
doors tightly closed. 
6. Close dam pers on fireplaces when 
not in use. 
7. Keep inner doors to unheated 


areas closed. Avoid blocking warm air 
registers or cold air returns. 
8. Do not set w ater heater therm ostat 
too high. Set at 135 degrees or less. 
However, w ater for dishw ashers may 
need to be heated to 150 degrees or as 
recommended. 
9. Plan gas oven use so that m ore 
than one item can be cooked or baked 
at the sam e time. Complete m eals can 
often be prepared using the sam e oven 
tem perature. 
10. Plan laundering so that full loads 
a re w ashed and d ried w henever 
possible. 
Industrial custom ers having alter­ 
nate fuel facilities have already, at 
DP&L's request, been asked to switch 
away from natural gas to their alter­ 
nate fuel. 
All other industrial and com m ercial 
custom ers are being called and asked 
to voluntarily conserve natural gas as 
much as possible until further notice. 
lf further curtailm ent of natural gas 
should become necessary, residences 
and other consum ers providing for 
hum an needs (such as hospitals) would 
continue to be served.

New Orleans sniper conspiracy possible 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Police have 
identified the sniper they killed on a 
hotel rooftop as a young K ansas black 
whose m inister says he “ hated white 
folks.” 
Supt. Clarence G iarrusso told a news 
conference Tuesday that the sniper 
was M ark J. Essex, 23, of Em poria and 
added: “T here’s some evidence of a 
conspiracy by other people, but I 
cannot positively tell you yet.” 
Six persons w ere shot to death and 17 
injured in the sniping incident. 
G iarrusso also said: 
— Ballistics prove a .44 magnum 
carbine found next to E ssex’ body was 
the sam e weapon that killed a young 
police cadet and wounded a policeman 
in New Orleans on New Y ear’s Eve. 
— Police “ have evidence that would 
lead to both conclusions” — that Essex 
was the only sniper on the roof of the 
DownTown Howard Johnson’s hotel, 
and that one or m ore fellow snipers 
were with him and escaped. 
Asked whether his 
reference 
to 
conspiracy m eant he had evidence 
E ssex 
belonged 
to 
a 
m ilita n t 
organization, G iarrusso said: 
“ I’m not certain about th at yet ... 
(but) conspiracy in the sense that it 
m ay have been two, three or four 
people; a sm all num ber —• you know, it 
doesn’t take m any to form a conspiracy 
— who were intent to kill people. And 
th at’s the sum and essence of it.” 


He said the carbine was the sam e 
weapon that cut down cadet Alfred 
H arrell, 19, as he stepped in front of 
police headquarters IO days ago and 
wounded Patrolm an Edwin C. Hosli 
Sr., 18 m inutes later a few blocks away. 
At the tim e of the New Y ear’s Eve 


shootings, G iarrusso said, “ We had 
some information — reason to believe 
people were going to hurt someone 
when H arrell and Hosli were taken to 
Charity H ospital.” 
On the basis of that inform ation, 
during the sniping he deployed extra 


officers at the hospital, where following 
a brief disturbance a m an with a shot­ 
gun was arrested.

General Assembly will begin hearings 
on bills next week as House Speaker A. 
G. Lancione gears up to get first-year 
business out of the way by July I. 


Both houses a re to 
reco n v en e 
Wednesday afternoon to conclude their 
second week. They go back to work 
next Tuesday. 
A Senate bill introduced Tuesday 
would lower the legal age of m ajority 
from 21 to 18 except for the purchase of 
alcoholic beverages. 
It was sponsored by Sen. Stanley 
Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, who sponsored 
the U.S. 
constitutional 
am endm ent 
ratification resolution lowering the vot­ 
ing age. 
Ohio becam e the 38th and deciding 
state to approve the am endm ent, which 
gave 18-year-olds the vote. 


Aronoff. in the last session, wanted to 
give 18-year-olds all rights of m ajority, 
but w as th w a rte d b ecau se m any 
legislators balked over drinking privi­ 
leges being included. 


“ I think this is a good proposal, and I 
don’t think the drinking aspect is that 
im portant,” Aronoff said. He deleted it 
before trying again. 
A Republican attem pt to em barrass 
the new D em ocratic m ajority in the 
House was thw arted when the lower 
cham ber adopted new rules, promising 
open com m ittee m eetings unless the 
m em bership unanim ously agreed on 
closing them. 
Rep. Norm an Murdock, R-21 Cin­ 
cinnati, wanted it w ritten in the new 
rules that all m eetings would be open to 
the press and public. 
D em ocrats quickly countered that 


R epublicans had k ept th e R ules 
com m ittee closed until the last year. 
They said there was no need to put in 
writing som ething Republicans had 
never followed. 
“ I assure you there will be no secret 
m eeting of the Rules Com m ittee as 
long as I’m on it,” said M ajority 
Leader Barney Quilter, D-47 Toledo. “ I 
know the speaker feels the s$ime w ay.”

Ohio tax sharing outlays listed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( AP) — Gov. John 
Gilligan’s proposals for spending $92.3 
million of Ohio’s 1972-1973 share of 
federal revenue sharing funds includes 
a $34.3 million allocation for vocational 
education. 
It also calls for $18.5 million for 
various recreational im provem ents by 
the N atural Resources D epartm ent, 
and $3.8 million for a new program to 
subsidize bus fares of elderly and 


handicapped citizens who rely on m ass 
transit for transportation. 
Following is a sum m ary of what the 
adm inistration bill provides: 
D epartm ent of Education — $34.3 
million for construction and equipping 
of buildings for vocational education in 
areas of greatest need to be determ ined 
by the departm ent. 
N atural Resources — $18.5 million to 
acquire land, develop existing parks 


and trails, and increase access to Lake 
E rie beaches and state fishing facil­ 
ities. P ark land would be acquired at 
Punderson State P ark ($300,000), Alum 
C reek 
($400,000), 
C aesa r 
C reek 
($400,000), Buck C reek ($400,000), 
Stonelick ($300,000), P ortage Lakes 
($200,000), 
and 
B e a v e r 
C reek 
($400,000). 
For Lake E rie beach development, 
the governor proposed spending $3.7 


million on projects to include Toledo, 
$300,000; Sandusky, $600,000; Lorain-

Police drug storage thefts spark changes

The recently reported disappearance 
of several hundred pounds of illicit 
narcotics from police storage areas in 
New York City has caused officials in 
other areas to take a fresh look at their 
own methods of handling confiscated 
drugs. 
An Associated P ress survey of half a 
dozen 
m a jo r 
cities 
show ed 
th at 
authorities rely on sealed envelopes 
and complex reporting procedures to 
m ake sure that drugs seized by police 
do not vanish. 
The situation in Newark, N .J. is 
typical. 
* A patrolm an who m akes a drug 
seizure brings the evidence to his 
precinct post and fills out a form — 
with four carbons — reporting- fche de­ 


tails. The form goes in a special 
mailbox at the precinct. 
The next day, a representative of the 
police property departm ent picks up 
the evidence and exam ines it in the 
presence of the desk lieutenant to m ake 
sure it conforms to the w ritten report. 
The desk lieutenant gets a carbon of the 
patrolm an’s report. 


Next the confiscated narcotics are 
analyzed by police chem ists, put in a 
wax-sealed package and stored in the 
police 
property 
room 
adjacent 
to 
headquarters. 


The drugs are held until requested by 
the court for use as evidence. The 
police property clerk personally takes 
the drugs to court and returns them to 
the storage room where they are held 
until a convicted defendant has served 


his sentence or until a superior court 
judge decides they are no longer 
needed. 
About twice a year drugs are burned 
in a special incinerator under the 
supervision of representatives of the 
police p ro p e rty d e p a rtm e n t, 
the 
prosecutor’s office and the judge. 


“ It’s as fine a set-up as you can find,” 
said Capt. John G avarny, who is in 
charge of the property room. 
He 
estim ated that drugs with a street 
value of $2.5 million w ere seized last 
year. There were no reports of any 
thefts from the storage places. 


Police in Detroit are investigating 
reports of possible drug trafficking by 
officers.

Another View 


A feeble youth vote 


Remember the big whoopdedo 
about what an impact the newly 
enfranchised young were going to 
have on the 1972 presidential elec­ 
tion? Despite reminders by political 
scientists 
that 
young 
people 
traditionally do not flock to the polls, 
it was widely predicted that new 
voters ranging in age from 18 to the 
former minimum voting age of 21 
would cut a wide swathe. They 
didn't. 
They didn’t because more than 
half of those aged 18, 19 and 20, 
eligible for the first time to take part 
in the choice of a president, chose 
instead to stay away from the polls. 
Only 48.3 per cent of those newly 


eligible exercised the privilege, the 
Census Bureau reports. 
This bears out the general con* 
elusion, based on prior research, 
that eligible voters in the lowest age 
group tend to have the poorest 
record of going to the polls. Up to a 
certain limit, the older the voters the 
better their performance in this 
regard. 
Voter participation in the recent 
election was highest, for example, 
among those aged 45 to 64: of the 
more than 42 million people in this 
category, 71 per cent voted That 
compares with only 63 per cent for 
the total 
electorate - and, as 
previously noted, with 48.3 per cent

Washington C.C., and Stanardsville, 
Va., puts its, price and wage controls 
attack the result of inflation, not its 
causes in the increase in the money 
supply and in mass credit. 
To be sure, the government can 
make a case that controls have kept 
price inflation within bounds in 1972, 
but, as the end-of-the-year Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Co. survey shrewdly 
observes, a “ substantial slack in both 
plant and work force provided a 
favorable environment in which 


controls could operate” 
One can translate this to mean that 
contfols have worked precisely to the 
extent that they made no difference — 
market conditions were such that 
neither businessmen nor labor leaders 
could have remained competitive if 
they had tried to get more than the 
controls would permit for their 
product. 
The Morgan Guaranty Survey 
predicts a "spectacular rise” of $65 to 
$75 billion in personal after-tax income 
for 1973, which could result in a 
“ colossal buying binge.” As a curb­ 
stone economist, I would contend that 
any spending splurge under conditions 
of selective price controls must result 
in the strangest distortions. On the one 
hand, there must be a quick depletion 
of the stocks of superior goods in the 
controlled sector as the public, with 
money burning holes in its pockets, 
takes advantage of the enforced 
Unwanted smoke aloft 


The air traveler who lights up the 
moment the no smoking sign blinks 
out endangers his own health by 
indulging a habit which the medical 
profession brands as hazardous. 
This is deplorable, but pretty much 
the traveler’s own business. 


The smoker may also be creating 
a considerable nuisance for fellow 
travelers who do not relish having 
smoke wafted into their faces. 
Additionally he may be imposing at 
least a minor health hazard upon 
others in nearby seats; the U.S. 
surgeon general's office warns that 
ta ba cco smoke in confined areas 
may be harmful to non-smokers as 
well as smokers. This sort of im­ 
position is not entirely the smoker’s 
own business. 
On many air lines flights a section 


of the plane is nominally set aside 
for non-smokers. This restriction is 
not rigorously enforced, and some 
travelers ignore it. Unless an af­ 
fronted passenger is willing to 
complain, and push his complaint 
until he gets results, chances are 
he’ll have to live with offensive 
cigarette smoke throughout the 
flight. 
The Civil Aeronautics Board 
proposes a remedy. For the present 
voluntary system it would substitute 
a requirement that airlines separate 
smokers from other passengers on 
all flights. Such a regulation would 
be desirable as a means of im­ 
plementing a sound view, namely, 
that non-smokers should not be 
forced to suffer the irritation and 
health hazard in being subjected to 
clouds of unwanted smoke.

On the other hand, food prices, which 
are uncontrolled, would hardly dip in a 
splurging market. 
These are the prices that have 
mocked the inflation fighters all 
through Phase I and Phase II of con­ 
trols; the housewife at the super­ 
market, paying 82 cents for a jar of 
mayonnaise that used to cost 77 cents, 
has never known what controls meant. 


ONE BIG TROUBLE with “ con­ 
trolling” an economy is that nobody 
can trust government figures. The 
official Consumer Price Index, for 
example, indicates that a perron with 
“ take-homepay” of $100 a week spends 
$22 on food. Assuming he has to feed a 
family of four, this means that he must 
subsist on fish, stew meat and canned 
vegetables. The market for delicacies 
and steaks, however, would seem to 
indicate that the CPI estimate of $22 is 
highly misleading. Rent, in the Con­ 
sumer Price Index, comes to 5.05 per 
cent of “ IOO for all items.” 
Well, University of Chicago Prof. 
Arnold Weber, who once served as 
director of the Nixon Cost of Living 
Council, has been quoted as saying “ to 
the guy who’s renting a house, it’s a 
hell (rf a lot more” than any mere 5.05 
per cent. 


IN GENERAL, one suspects there 
has been a qualitative decline in a 
whole broad spectrum of goods. More 
than two years ago the “ disagreeable” 
Bill Pardridge predicted that a wage- 
price freeze would “ aggravate” in­ 
flationary wage demands by “ causing 
a severe reduction in the quality of both 
goods and needed services.” Since 
Pardridge’s analyses of the relation­ 
ship of dept ( including mass credit) to 
production have yielded accurate 
estimates of inflation, it is good to know 
that he is putting together a non-profit 
corporation, Economic Equities, Inc., 
to complete the book he has undertaken 
with fifty co-authors, many from 
prestigious universities, in an effort to 
enlist the best brains in a revitalization 
of economic science. 
Pardridge’s projected board includes 
Richard Selden, David Davies and 
Dudley Dillard, who are, respectively, 
the chairmen of the economics 
departments of the University of 
Virginia, Duke University and the 
University of Maryland, along with 
Anna Schwartz of the National Bureau 
of Economic Research and Paul Van 
Riper, a former secretary of Beta 
Theta Pi who is head of the political 
science department of Texas A. and M. 
A stated objective of this group would 
be to hold national conference on the 
inter-relationships of inflation, debt 
and production, with the hope of 
providing the formula that would 
combine zero inflation with full em­ 
ployment. 
Since nobody 
in 
the 
government Establishment yet has 
come up with such a formula, it will be 
good to get the non-government 
dissidents thinking about this. We 
couldn’t do worse than we have done, 
and we might do a lot better.

By ARTHUR L. GAV8HON 
Associated Press Writer 
LONDON (AP) — Under a moonless 
sky on the night of Dec. 21 ragged- 
trousered raiders opened fire with 
rockets and bullets on Marc De Borch- 
grave’s lonely farm house in the 
Zambezi Valley of Rhodesia. 
Two nights later the black guerrillas 
struck again, against neighbor Archie 
Dagleish's place, where the De Borch- 
graves had taken refuge. 
Within a few hours, a Jeepload of 
four Rhodesian soldiers taking part in a 
big sweep ran over a land mine. 
The world’s newest "liberation a r­ 
my” was in action. It even has its own 
Ho (Iii Minh Trail, meandering from 
base camps in neighboring Mozam­ 
bique to the sunbaked bushlands of 
northeast Rhodesia, 120 miles north of 
Salisbury, the capital. 
Equipped also, the Rhodesians say, 
with a modem armory of weapons 
from the Soviet Union or China. 
The Zimbabwe 
African 
National 
Liberation Army, or Zanla, has vowed 
to wrest Rhodesia — which it calls Zim­ 
babwe — from the grip of Prem ier Ian 
Smith’s white minority government. 
Since they still hope to play a role in 
Rhodesia, the British are following 
with great interest these developments 
in the African territory that declared 
its independence in 1965. 
British experts 
think 
the 
black 
guerrillas have a long way to go and a 
lot to learn before they can pose any 
real threat to Smith’s forces. In eight 
years of sporadic campaigning, they 
have achieved little. 
Yet authorities here acknowledge the 
danger to the white regime is certain to 
increase as Zanla im proves its 
techniques and its links with rebel 
movements in neighboring countries.

By am ­ 
bushes, night raids, mining of roads 
and railroads, Frelimo for years has 
pinned down thousands of Portuguese 
troops.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration is recom­ 
mending that bottled drinking water be 
covered by the same quality standards 
that apply to public drinking water 
supplies. 


The agency noted that bottled water 
is increasingly being used as a source 
of drinking water, partly because of 
consumer affluence and partly because 
of concern over reports of pollution of 
some public water supplies. 


It said, however, that a 1971 survey of 
85 bottled water samples disclosed that 
eight contained coliform bacteria from 
human waste. 
If the FDA recommendations are 
finally adopted, the criteria that covers 
bacteriological, physical, chemical and 
radioactive limits of public water 
supplies will also apply to bottled 
water. 


Bottled water has not previously 
been subject to federal quality stan­ 
dards.

NEW YORK (A P) — As Paul Kolton 
spoke, you would never guess that the 
media was discussing what it termed a 
basic disagreement between him, 
president of the American Stock Ex­ 
change, and James Needham, New 
York Stock Exchange chairman. 
“ I really admire him.” he said. 
Areas of agreement with Needham are 
far more numerous than conflicts, he 
said. He cited instances of “ significant 
progress” in joint efforts to resolve 
mutual challenges 
In a new year message dated Jan. 3, 
Kolton had reiterated his position that 
the now-evolving central marketplace 
should be governed by an authority to 
be called a national board of ex­ 
changes.

Saxbe quoted Haig as saying the 12 
days of saturation bombing between 
Dec. 18 and Dec. 30 would help shorten 
the war by damaging Hanoi’s will and 
ability to fight.

However, the statistical tale of the 
two cities, compiled by the A.C. Nielsen 
ratings people, aren’t the last word. 
They don’t necessarily indicate the 
way things will go from here on in. 
The real corporate sweats will begin 
when NBC and ABC executives sift 
throught he national ratings and share- 
of-audience sam ples for all this week to 
see how the Paar-Carson battle is 
shaping up.

Speaking of Your Health...

Tobacco Ads Reappearing 


Have you noticed that, in a subtle 
way, tobacco advertisem ents and 
commercials are beginning to reap­ 
pear on the television screen? 
How do these differ from the old 
commercials for cigarettes that were 
banned because they represented a 
health hazard? 
I teach at a college and am im­ 
pressed by the fact that many students 
are passing around small cigars as well 
as cigarettes. They seem to think these 
little cigars are not dangerous. Is that 
true? 
Mr. H. F.,Conn 
Dear Mr. F.: 
The slow but persistent invasion on 
the television screen by tobacco manu­ 
facturers is clearly apparent. 
Once again, through the selling of 
these 
little cigars, 
smoking 
is 
glamorized, romanticized, and given 
the aura 
of 
love, 
masculinity, 
femininity and limitless happiness. 
I assume that it won’t be long now 
before FCC rulings exert pressure on 
manufacturers to cease and desist 
from a practice that clearly attempts 
to curcumnavigate the existing laws 
about cigarette advertising. 
Pressure is being made by the 
American Cancer Society and by 
legislators to close the loophole that 
permits manufacturers to continue to 
sidestep their responsibility to the 
nation’s health. 
Scientific tests show that smoking 
little cigars and inhaling them as if 
they are cigarettes is distinctly in­ 
jurious to health. The concentration of 
tars may be even higher than in some 
cigarettes. 
Pressure by responsible citizen 
groups can be a persuasive influence in 
again clearing the television screens of 
this threat to good health. 


Every few weeks I get a painful lump 
in my armpit. Sometimes they are so 
painful that I can’t get dressed. Could 
sharing or using a deodorant be 
responsible? 
Mrs C D., Ga 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
It is not uncommon, with people who 
shave too closely under the arms for 
germs to be introduced into the 
abrasions of the skin. 
Some 
deodorants 
and 
anti­ 
perspirants can also be irritating, 
especially if one has a particular 
sensitivity to them. 
Small abscesses can form and when 
these open, they may infect adjacent 
areas. Then scar tissue forms and 
resistance to infection may thus be 
diminished. 
It might be wise to avoid shaving too 
closely, perhaps discontinuing all anti­ 
perspirants for a while. 
Your doctor will probably culture the 
material that is expressed from these 
small abscesses. 
Sometimes, a vaccine made from 
one’s own germs can be effective. 
Local use of antibiotic ointment, and 
rigid hygienic care may prevent the 
recurrences of these infections. 
You should use nonallergic products 
for this area of your body. 


Can toy turtles be dangerous to 
children who play with them?

Many Public Health bulletins have 
warned that turtles infected with the 
salmonella bacteria can transmit the 
germs to children who handle them.

LONDON (AP) — Major British 
airports and government offices were 
brought’ to a standstill today by 
thousands of government employes 
who staged the first big union revolt 
against Prim e M inister Edward 
Heath’s wage freeze. 
The nationwide protest hit close to 
home for Heath. Work at his Cabinet 
office at IO Downing St. was slowed for 
several hours when 140 clerks walked 
out. 
They later handed in a protest letter 
demanding Heath lift the freeze. But 
indications were the prime minister 
will extend it until April. 
Heath imposed the freeze Nov. 6 in a 
bid to curb inflation. It meant all pay 
claims were shelved until the govern­ 
ment lifted the restrictions. 
The government employes’ unions 
charge the freeze halted a Jan. I 
review of salaries. They are deman­ 
ding a pay increase free of all 
restrictions. However, Heath has 
refused similar demands from other 
unions in the last few weeks. 
The rebel civil servants are mem­ 
bers of two unions that represent 
400.000 government employes. 
Thousands of airline passengers at 
British airports faced long delays as 
2.000 air traffic controllers, customs 
and immigration officers and adminis­ 
trative staff, all civil servants, staged a 
three-hour stoppage. As many as 60 
flights were delayed at London’s 
Heathrow Airport and thousands of 
passengers jammed unmanned im­ 
migration checkpoints. 
Prestwick Airport in Scotland and 
Manchester Airport, two key provin­ 
cial centers, also were hit by the 
walkout.

densome, that the profit-m argin 
restraint would be lightened on busi­ 
nesses, and that coverage of the 
program might be limited to the 
nation’s largest businesses and labor 
unions. 
But officials, after learning of 
Nixon’s intentions to make an an­ 
nouncement on the new program soon, 
. said the President may go in a different 
direction. 
While Phase 3 controls probably will 
be no tighter as far as food prices are 
concerned, the administration is ex­ 
pected to launch a vigorous effort to 
step up food supplies, thus putting 
downward pressure on prices. Food 
prices are controlled now at the 
wholesale and retail level. 
The administration has pledged that 
it will make a special effort to cut food 
prices this year. The enormity of the 
problem was dem onstrated again 
Tuesday with the release of Decem­ 
ber’s Wholesale Price Index.

Labor Statistics 
reported that wholesale prices went up 
by a sharp 1.8 per cent last month, the 
biggest increase since January of 1951. 
Food prices were responsible for most 
of that increese. 


As for the economic-stabilization 
law, the administration is reported 
leaning to a one-year extension, with no 
major changes in the law.

6. Close dampers on fireplaces when 
not in use. 
7. Keep inner doors to unheated

However, water for dishwashers may 
need to be heated to 150 degrees or as 
recommended. 
9. Plan gas oven use so that more 
than one item can be cooked or baked 
at the same time.

New Orleans sniper conspiracy possible 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Police have 
identified the sniper they killed on a 
hotel rooftop as a young Kansas black 
whose minister says he “hated white 
folks.” 
Supt. Clarence Giarrusso told a news 
conference Tuesday that the sniper 
was Mark J. Essex, 23, of Emporia and 
added: “There’s some evidence of a 
conspiracy by other people, but I 
cannot positively tell you yet.” 
Six persons were shot to death and 17 
injured in the sniping incident. 
Giarrusso also said: 
— Ballistics prove a .44 magnum 
carbine found next to Essex’ body was 
the same weapon that killed a young 
police cadet and wounded a policeman 
in New Orleans on New Year’s Eve. 
— Police “have evidence that would 
lead to both conclusions” — that Essex 
was the only sniper on the roof of the 
DownTown Howard Johnson’s hotel, 
and that one or more fellow snipers 
were with him and escaped. 
Asked whether his reference to 
conspiracy meant he had evidence 
Essex 
belonged 
to 
a 
m ilitant 
organization, Giarrusso said: 
“I’m not certain about that yet ... 
(but) conspiracy in the sense that it 
may have been two, three or four 
people; a small number — you know, it 
doesn’t take many to form a conspiracy 
— who were intent to kill people. And 
that’s the sum and essence of it.” 


He said the carbine was the same 
weapon that cut down cadet Alfred 
Harrell, 19, as he stepped in front of 
police headquarters IO days ago and 
wounded Patrolman Edwin C. Hosli 
Sr., 18 minutes later a few blocks away.

Ohio Assembly starts work 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 110th 
General Assembly will begin hearings 
on bills next week as House Speaker A. 
G. Lancione gears up to get first-year 
business out of the way by July I.

A Senate bill introduced Tuesday 
would lower the legal age of majority 
from 21 to 18 except for the purchase of 
alcoholic beverages. 

Stanley 
Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, who sponsored 
the U.S. constitutional amendment 
ratification resolution lowering the vot­ 
ing age. 
Ohio became the 38th and deciding 
state to approve the amendment, which 
gave 18-year-olds the vote. 


Aronoff, in the last session, wanted to 
give 18-year-olds all rights of majority, 
but was thw arted because many 
legislators balked over drinking privi­ 
leges being included. 
“I think this is a good proposal, and I 
don’t think the drinking aspect is that 
important,” Aronoff said. He deleted it 
before trying again. 
A Republican attempt to embarrass 
the new Democratic majority in the 
House was thwarted when the lower 
chamber adopted new rules, promising 
open committee meetings unless the 
membership unanimously agreed on 
closing them. 
Rep. Norman Murdock, R-21 Cin­ 
cinnati, wanted it written in the new 
rules that all meetings would be open to 
the press and public. 
Democrats quickly countered that 


Republicans had kept the Rules 
committee closed until the last year. 
They said there was no need to put in 
writing something Republicans had 
never followed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. John 
Gilligan’s proposals for spending $92.3 
million of Ohio’s 1972-1973 share of 
federal revenue sharing funds includes 
a $34.3 million allocation for vocational 
education. 
It also calls for $18.5 million for 
various recreational improvements by 
the Natural Resources Department, 
and $3.8 million for a new program to 
subsidize bus fares of elderly and 


handicapped citizens who rely on mass 
transit for transportation. 
Following is a summary of what the 
administration bill provides: 
Department of Education — $34.3 
million for construction and equipping 
of buildings for vocational education in 
areas of greatest need to be determined 
by the department.

A feeble youth vote 


Remember the big whoopdedo 
about what an impact the newly 
enfranchised young were going to 
have on the 1972 presidential elec­ 
tion? Despite reminders by political 
scientists 
that 
young 
people 
traditionally do not flock to the polls, 
it was widely predicted that new 
voters ranging in age from 18 to the 
former minimum voting age of 21 
would cut a wide swathe. They 
didn’t. 
They didn’t because more than 
half of those aged 18, 19 and 20, 
eligible for the first time to take part 
in the choice of a president, chose 
instead to stay away from the polls. 
Only 48.3 per cent of those newly 


eligible exercised the privilege, the 
Census Bureau reports. 
This bears out the general con­ 
clusion, based on prior research, 
that eligible voters in the lowest age 
group tend to have the poorest 
record of going to the polls. Up to a 
certain limit, the older the voters the 
better their performance in this 
regard. 
Voter participation in the recent 
election was highest, for example, 
among those aged 45 to 64: of the 
more than 42 million people in this 
category, 71 per cent voted. That 
compares with only 63 per cent for 
the total electorate - and, as 
previously noted, with 48.3 per cent

The air traveler who lights up the 
moment the no smoking sign blinks 
out endangers his own health by 
indulging a habit which the medical 
profession brands as hazardous.

The smoker may also be creating 
a considerable nuisance for fellow 
travelers who do not relish having 
smoke wafted into their faces.

On the other hand, food prices, which 
are uncontrolled, would hardly dip in a 
splurging market. 
These are the prices that have 
mocked the inflation fighters all 
through Phase I and Phase II of con­ 
trols; the housewife at the super­ 
market, paying 82 cents for a jar of 
mayonnaise that used to cost 77 cents, 
has never known what controls meant. 


ONE BIG TROUBLE with “con­ 
trolling” an economy is that nobody 
can trust government figures. The 
official Consumer Price Index, for 
example, indicates that a perron with 
“take-home pay” of $100 a week spends 
$22 on food. Assuming he has to feed a 
family of four, this means that he must 
subsist on fish, stew meat and canned 
vegetables. The market for delicacies 
and steaks, however, would seem to 
indicate that the CPI estimate of $22 is 
highly misleading. Rent, in the Con­ 
sumer Price Index, comes to 5.05 per 
cent of “IOO for all items.” 
Well, University of Chicago Prof. 
Arnold Weber, who once served as 
director of the Nixon Cost of Living 
Council, has been quoted as saying “to 
the guy who’s renting a house, it’s a 
hell of a lot more” than any mere 5.05 
per cent. 


IN GENERAL, one suspects there 
has been a qualitative decline in a 
whole broad spectrum of goods. More 
than two years ago the “disagreeable” 
Bill Pardridge predicted that a wage- 
price freeze would “aggravate” in­ 
flationary wage demands by “causing 
a severe reduction in the quality of both 
goods and needed services.” Since 
Pardridge’s analyses of the relation­ 
ship of dept ( including mass credit) to 
production have yielded accurate 
estimates of inflation, it is good to know 
that he is putting together a non-profit 
corporation, Economic Equities, Inc., 
to complete the bode he has undertaken 
with fifty co-authors, many from 
prestigious universities, in an effort to 
enlist the best brains in a revitalization 
of economic science. 
Pardridge’s projected board includes 
Richard Selden, David Davies and 
Dudley Dillard, who are, respectively, 
the chairmen of the economics 
departments of the University of 
Virginia, Duke University and the 
University of Maryland, along with 
Anna Schwartz of the National Bureau 
of Economic Research and Paul Van 
Riper, a former secretary of Beta 
Theta Pi who is head of the political 
science department of Texas A. and M. 
A stated objective of this group would 
be to hold national conference on the 
inter-relationships of inflation, debt 
and production, with the hope of 
providing the formula that would 
combine zero inflation with full em­ 
ployment. Since nobody 
in the

come up with such a formula, it will be 
good to get the non-government 
dissidents thinking about this.

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Woman deputy port warden owes job to women’s lib

LOS ANGELES (AP) — With a pistol 
on her hip, Joellen Natow walks 
gangplanks and climbs ship ladders in 
Los Angeles harbor, getting big smiles 
from craggy-faced longshoremen. 


“It’s really nice to see something 
pretty around here instead of the same 
old cops,” observed a veteran welder 
as Mrs. Natow passed by. 


Harbor officials here say Mrs. Natow 
is the first female deputy port warden 


to serve at any major port in the United 
States. 
“Along the wharfs and aboard the 
ships the longshoremen grin and wave 
at me,” said Mrs. Natow, 29. “Some 
even shake my hand.” 
As deputy port warden, Mrs. Natow 
boards foreign and American vessels in 
the 3,000-acre harbor to inspect flam­ 
mable cargos for proper handling and 
to check fueling operations as a guard 
against pollution. 
Mrs. Natow also handles theft 
complaints from women working at a 
harbor cannery and teaches classes in 


female self-defense. 
Since the’ Harbor Patrol works with 
the Coast Guard and other government 
agencies against illegal transportation 
of aliens 
and 
the 
smuggling 
of 
dangerous drugs, she is armed with a 
.38-caliber revolver. 
A city policewoman for four years 
prior to joining the Harbor Patrol, Mrs. 
Natow is married to a motorcycle 
policeman and is the mother of two 
sons, Scott, 8, and Todd, IO. 
Along with the 41 male deputies on 
duty in Los Angeles harbor, Mrs. 
Natow patrols by boat, car, helicopter, 


and motorcycle. 
Pat Grutsch, 
chief deputy port 
warden, says Mrs. Natow owes her job 
to the woman’s liberation movement. 
“The people downtown said I’d have 
to take a woman on the force, and I 
thought it would be great,” he said. 


Sex wasn’t the only obstacle Mrs. 
Natow had to overcome. She also had to 
learn the language of the port, such as, 
“There’s a camel loose in the channel. 
Get a seagull to pick it up.” 


And Mrs. Natow now says con­ 
fidently that that translates to, “A 


wharf pile is afloat, and we need a 
refuse boat to pick it up.”

Bake steak 
barbecue sauce

Here’s a main course that’s blissfully 
easy to make and is good enough to 
serve to company. Thick chuck steak is 
baked in a generous amount of olive 
barbecue sauce and served with hot 
cooked rice. A green vegetable and a 
salad, or just one of these, can com­ 
plete the menu plus dessert. 
One tip: be careful when you remove 
the baked steak from the oven so the 
sauce doesn’t run over. And we found 
that if there is steak and sauce leftover, 
the meat (cut away from any bone) 
reheats beautifully in the sauce. 
BAKED STEAK WITH 
OLIVE BARBECUE SAUCE 


1-3 cup fresh lemon juice 
3 tablespoons Worcestershire sauce 
IV2 cups catchup 
Vs teaspoon tabasco sauce 
I bay leaf 
3/4 teaspoon coarsely ground black 
pepper 
I to 2 tablespoons sugar 
I medium onion, chopped 
I cup sliced pimiento-stuffed green 
olives 
1/4 pound fresh mushrooms, sliced 
Water 
I chuck steak (about 5 pounds) cut 
about U/2 inches thick 
3 tablespoons cornstarch 
In a small mixing bowl stir together 
the lemon juice, W orcestershire, 
catchup, tabasco, bay leaf, pepper, 
sugar, onion, olives, mushrooms and Va 
cup water. Pour about one-half the 
sauce into an oblong 3-quart glass 
baking dish (13V2 by 8 Va by I % inches) 
or similar utensil. Place steak on top; 
pour remainder of sauce over steak. 
Chill several hours or overnight, tur­ 
ning steak occasionally and spooning 
sauce over top. 
Cover tightly with foil or lid and bake 
in a preheated 350-degree oven until 
tender — about 2 hours. Remove meat 
to serving platter and keep warm. Tip 
baking dish and skim fat from sauce; 
discard bay leaf ; pour sauce into a 
saucepan. Mix cornstarch with Va cup 
cold water until smooth; stir into 
sauce; cook over moderate heat, 
stirring constantly, until thickened, 
clear and boiling. Carve steak in slices 
and serve with sauce and hot cooked 
rice.

Blame ice for 
fatal bus crasly

GREENSBURG, Pa. (AP) - State 
police say ice apparently caused a bus 
accident which claimed the life of one 
parson and injured IO others near this 
western Pennsylvania town. 
tSixteen persons, including the driver, 
were on the Greyhound bus Tuesday 
right when it skidded off an icy, snow- 
ODvered bridge and plunged over a 35- 
foot embankment. 
The accident occurred at the in­ 
tersection of U.S. 22 and Pennsylvania 
119, about IO miles north of here. 
“ We swerved then spun around about 
three times before we went over the 
hill,” said William Goshorn, 75, of 
Akron, Ohio, one of the uninjured 
passengers. 
Goshorn, 
who was traveling to 
Altoona to visit relatives, said he 
crawled out the back window of the 
bus. 
The dead man, whose identity 
remained unknown today, was pinned 
underneath the vehicle when it Hipped 
over at the bottom of the embankment. 
He was dead on arrival at West­ 
moreland Hospital here. 
The bus driver — Patrick Holzer, 45, 
of Pittsburgh — was taken to West­ 
moreland Hospital, where he was 
reported in fair condition. Six other 
persons were treated for minor injuries 
and released. 
Four other passengers, all women, 
were taken to Latrobe Hospital, where 
their conditions were reported as 
serious.

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Rhodesia ^Liberation Army’ 
in action with Red arms 
pressing for

LONDON (AP) — Under a moonless 
sky on the night of Dec. 21 ragged- 
trousered raiders opened fire with 
rockets and bullets on Marc De Borch- 
giave’s lonely farm house in the 
Zambezi Valley of Rhodesia. 
Tw’o nights later the black guerrillas 
struck again, against neighbor Archie 
Dagleish’s place, where the De Borch- 
graves had taken refuge. 
Within a few hours, a Jeepload of 
four Rhodesian soldiers taking part in a 
big sweep ran over a land mine. 
The world’s newest “liberation ar­ 
my” was in action. It even has its own 
Ho (?hi Minh Trail, meandering from 
base camps in neighboring Mozam­ 
bique to the sunbaked bushlands of 
northeast Rhodesia, 120 miles north of 
Salisbury, the capital. 
Equipped also, the Rhodesians say, 
with a modem armory of weapons 
from the Soviet Union or China. 
The Zimbabwe African National 
Liberation Army, or Zanla, has vowed 
to wrest Rhodesia — which it calls Zim­ 
babwe — from the grip of Premier Ian 
Smith’s white minority government. 
Since they still hope to {Jay a role in 
Rhodesia, the British are following 
with great interest these developments 
in the African territory that declared 
its independence in 1965. 
British experts think 
the black 
guerrillas have a long way to go and a 
lot to learn before they can pose any 
real threat to Smith’s forces. In eight 
years of sporadic campaigning, they 
have achieved little. 
Yet authorities here acknowledge the 
danger to the white regime is certain to 
increase as Zanla improves its 
techniques and its links with rebel 
movements in neighboring countries. 
The nearest and strongest of these is 
the 
Front 
for the 
Liberation 
of 
Mozambique, or Frelimo. By am­ 
bushes, night raids, mining of roads 
and railroads, Frelimo for years has 
pinned down thousands of Portuguese 
troops. 


Duchess of W indsor 
suffers broken bone 
PARIS (AP) - The Duchess of 
Windsor is “coming along fine” after 
an operation for a broken hip bone, her 
secretary reported today. 
The secretary, John Utter, said the 
76-year-old duchess had fallen several 
times and complained last week that 
she had difficulty in walking. X-rays 
showed a break in the bone at the top of 
the thigh. 
An operation was performed last 
Thursday.

Paul Baldridge, of Columbus, con­ 
sultant for the Mid-Ohio Regional 
Planning Commission, explained to 
Rotarians Tuesday that the purpose of 
a feasibility study being made in this 
eight-county area is to determine how 
these 
counties 
could 
establish 
cooperatively a workable strategy and 
mechanism for solving areawide 
problems and take advantage of 
areawide opportunities. 
Counties in the area are Delaware, 
Franklin, Fayette. Fairfield, Licking, 
Madison, Pickaway and Union. 
The study, he said, is being con­ 
ducted in cooperation with local units 
of government and citizens of the 
region and the Ohio Department of 
Economic Development. 


THE REGION is characterized by a 
large, rapidly growing metropolitan 
center and many changes, he said. He 
pointed out that many problems and 
opportunities in the region do not 
respect local government boundaries 
and that federal, state and local 
resources are limited. There has been 
little coordination 
of planning, 
program administration and delivery 
of serv ices, he emphasized. The federal 
government recently has undertaken a 
study of this problem.

NEW YORK (AP) - As Paul Holton 
spoke, you would never guess that the 
media was discussing what it termed a 
basic disagreement between him, 
president of the American Stock Ex­ 
change, and James Needham, New 
York Stock Exchange chairman. 
“I really admire him,” he said. 
Areas of agreement with Needham are 
far more numerous than conflicts, he 
said. He cited instances of “significant 
progress” in joint efforts to resolve 
mutual challenges. 
In a new year message dated Jan. 3, 
Kolton had reiterated his position that 
the now-evolving central marketplace 
should be governed by an authority to 
be called a national board of ex­ 
changes. 
Such a mechanism, he said, “should 
be a self-regulatory organization with 
authority to resolve quickly and 
equitably those problems that are not 
within the power of any one industry 
authority.” 
It would represent the various ex­ 


changes, member firms and the public, 
“an organization that can get its arms 
around all aspects of the industry.” 
It would mean, he said, that each of 
the exchanges—NYSE, Amex, Mid­ 
west, Pacific Coast and others—would 
have to “yield a portion of its authority 
to the governing body for the general 
good.” 
Taft named assistant 
whip in Senate 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr. of Ohio is one of six Republican 
senators named Tuesday to serve as 
assistant whips in the 93rd Congress. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh

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CLEyELAND, Ohio (AP) — U.S. 
Sen. William Saxbe says a member of 
the Nixon Administration told him 
resumption of full-scale bombing over 
North Vietnam was one of the al­ 
ternatives if the Paris peace talks 
failed. 
William M. Hoiles, an aide to the 
Republican senator from Ohio, said 


Tuesday that Saxbe obtained the in­ 
formation at a Monday luncheon with 
Gen. Alexander Haig, a former aide to 
Vietnam negotiator Henry Kissinger. 
Hoiles, reached by telephone in 
Washington, quoted Saxbe as saying 
that renewed bombing “was one of the 
alternatives mentioned.” 
Saxbe could not be reached for 
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comment, but Hoiles said the senator 
had told him an earlier, published 
report on his conversation with Gen. 
Haig was accurate except that the 
bombing resumption was only one of 
several alternatives mentioned. 


Saxbe quoted Haig as saying the 12 
days of saturation bombing between 
Dec. 18 and Dec. 30 would help shorten 
the war by damaging Hanoi’s will and 
ability to fight. 


But Saxbe, who was critical of the 
December bombing raids, said he did 
not agree with Haig’s assessment of the 
effectiveness of the raids. Saxbe 
charged that the Administration’s 
position was wrong because “there are 
no real strategic targets left in North 
Vietnam, and intensive bombing could 
not possibly serve any other purpose 
than to punish the North.” 


Saxbe was quoted as saying such 
“punitive bombing will go down as a 
blot in history-like Rotterdam and 
Dresden,” two cities without military 
value which were firebombing targets 
during World War II.

Johnny Carson by a wide margin 
Monday night, despite the big publicity 
buildup ABC gave P aar’s new one— 
week-a-month “Tonite” show. 
However, the statistical tale of the 
two cities, compiled by the A.C. Nielsen 
ratings people, aren’t the last word. 
They don’t necessarily indicate the 
way things will go from here on in. 
The real corporate sweats will begin 
when NBC and ABC executives sift 
throught he national ratings and share- 
of-audience samples for all this week to 
see how the Paar-Carson battle is 
shaping up. 
But here is how the New York and 
Los Angeles ratings, supplied by NBC 
sources, looked after P aar’s return to* 
the tube Monday night: 
—In New York, Paar and his cohost, 
Peggy Cass, logged an over-all rating 
of 9.8, which meant their efforts were 
seen in an estimated 600,000 homes; 
Carson got a 6.4 rating, which meant he 
was seen in an estimated 390,000 
homes. 
—In less-densely populated Los 
Angeles, Carson logged a 10.3 rating — 
350,000 homes — and Paar a 5.2 rating, 
which put him in an estimated 175,000 
homes.

operates despite 
California law 


SANTA CRUZ, Calif. (AP) — Despite 
a California law barring the practice, 
seven local women operate a midwife 
service for expectant mothers who 
want to give birth at home “no matter 
what.” 
“We want to help people who want to 
have babies at home like me,” Dor 
Gruver said in an interview Monday. 
“It used to be that people were scared 
to do it because there was no one to 
help them. Now they realize they can 
have what they want.” 
Mrs. Gruver, 22, said she “doesn’t 
feel like a criminal” although she 
knows midwifery 
is 
illegal 
in 
California. 
“The authorities have left us alone 
and the doctors hate us but leave us 
alone,” she said. “We’re not hiring 
anyone. It’s a satisfying experience for 
me and for the people I’m doing it for.” 
Santa Cruz County Dist. Atty. Peter 
Chang said officials are concerned 
about the practice but it is hard to 
prove a case since most people who use 
midwives will not take them to court. 
The midwives educate the woman 
and her husband about pregnancy and 
give training in natural childbirth, 
Mrs. Gruver said.

Tobacco Ads Reappearing 


Have you noticed that, in a subtle 
way, tobacco advertisements and 
commercials are beginning to reap­ 
pear on the television screen? 
How do these differ from the old 
commercials for cigarettes that were 
banned because they represented a 
health hazard? 
I teach at a college and am im­ 
pressed by the fact that many students 
are passing around small cigars as well 
as cigarettes. They seem to think these 
little cigars are not dangerous. Is that 
true? 
Mr. H. F.,Conn 
Dear Mr. F.: 
The slow but persistent invasion on 
the television screen by tobacco manu­ 
facturers is clearly apparent. 
Once again, through the selling of 
these little cigars, 
smoking is 
glamorized, romanticized, and given 
the aura 
of love, 
masculinity, 
femininity and limitless happiness. 
I assume that it won’t be long now 
before FCC rulings exert pressure on 
manufacturers to cease and desist 
from a practice that clearly attempts 
to curcumnavigate the existing laws 
about cigarette advertising. 
Pressure is being made by the 
American Cancer Society and by 
legislators to close the loophole that 
permits manufacturers to continue to 
sidestep their responsibility to the 
nation’s health. 
Scientific tests show that smoking 
little cigars and inhaling them as if 
they are cigarettes is distinctly in­ 
jurious to health. The concentration of 
tars may be even higher than in some 
cigarettes. 
Pressure by responsible citizen 
groups can be a persuasive influence in 
again clearing the television screens of 
this threat to good health. 


Every few weeks I get a painful lump 
in my armpit. Sometimes they are so 
painful that I can’t get dressed. Could 
sharing or using a deodorant be 
responsible? 
Mrs. C. D.,Ga 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
It is not uncommon, with people who 
shave too closely under the arms for 
germs to be introduced into the 
abrasions of the skin. 
Some 
deodorants 
and 
anti­ 
perspirants can also be irritating, 
especially if one has a particular 
sensitivity to them. 
Small abscesses can form and when 
these open, they may infect adjacent 
areas. Then scar tissue forms and 
resistance to infection may thus be 
diminished. 
It might be wise to avoid shaving too 
closely, perhaps discontinuing all anti­ 
perspirants for a while. 
Your doctor will probably culture the 
material that is expressed from these 
small abscesses. 
Sometimes, a vaccine made from 
one’s own germs can be effective. 
Local use of antibiotic ointment, and 
rigid hygienic care may prevent the 
recurrences of these infections. 
You should use nonallergic products 
for this area of your body. 


Can toy turtles be dangerous to 
children who play with them?

Dear Mrs. R.: 
Many Public Health bulletins have 
warned that turtles infected with the 
salmonella bacteria can transmit the 
germs to children who handle them. 
Pet turtles should NOT be brought into 
the home.

The 30-year-old Northbrook 
stockbroker confirmed reports that his 
wife had taken fertility drugs and 
added, “If we had it to do over again, 
we would have repeated everything 
we’ve done.

The infants, ranging in weight from I 
pound, ll ounces to 2 pounds, 14 ounces, 
are “beyond the most difficult period” 
said Dr. Thomas Gardner, the 
neonatology specialist caring for them.
